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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In a dual container bottle for a mixing two different contents having an 
upper container body with a removable first cover where a first force is applied to 
it, a lower container body having a removable second cover where second force 
is applied to it, wherein the upper and lower container bodies are moved axially 
toward each other and second cover is pushed into the lower container body with 
the second force being less than the first force and the first cover is pushed into 
the upper container body with the first force, allowing the contents of the two 
container bodies to be mixed with each other, was found in all of the claims but 
not found or fairly suggested by the prior art.
